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DETAILED ACTION 
Introduction 

1. Applicants' amendments and remarks filed on 1/15/2009 have been entered. Claim 1 has 
been amended. New claims 21 and 22 have been entered. Claims 1, 3-5, 12, 15, 16, 19, 21 and 
22 are active. 

2. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can be found 
in a prior Office action. 

3. In response, the grounds of rejection have been updated as set forth below. Rejections 
not maintained are withdrawn. 

Rejections Based on Prior Art 

4. Claims 1, 3, 4, 12, 21 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
admitted prior art (APA) [US 2007/0166500]. 

In the background section of the specification, APA teaches a dicing/die bonding sheet 
formed by applying a silicone based adhesive agent layer directly to a base film which has a thin 
acrylic based pressure sensitive adhesive agent layer formed on its surface [0008]. 

For claims 1 , absent any distinct composition limitation, the pressure sensitive layer of 
the APA reads on the undercoat layer of claimed invention. 

For claims 3,4, 12, 21 and 22, absent any distinct feature between the layers, the 
pressure-sensitive layer of APA reads on both layers of the laminated undercoat of the claimed 
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invention. Since APA teaches the dicing/die bonding sheet for the same end use as the claimed 
invention, all the process related features are deemed to by inherently disclosed. 

5. Claims 5, 15, 16 and 19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
admitted prior art (APA) [US 2007/0166500]. 

For claims 5, 15, 16 and 19, APA is silent about coating a strippable protective layer over 
the silicone based adhesive layer. However, absent any evidence to the contrary, the Official 
notice in prior Office action mailed 12/27/2007: "coating a protective layer over an adhesive 
outer surface is common and well known practice to one skilled in the art of adhesive tape" has 
been taken as admitted prior art. It would have been obvious to one skilled in the art to do so, 
motivated by the desire to prevent contaminants from diminishing the adhesiveness of the outer 
adhesive surface. 

Response to Arguments 

6. Since EP '649 has been withdrawn, applicants' arguments are moot. 

Conclusion 

7. The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. 

US 2004/0044132 teaches silicone for dicing/die bonding. A workable adhesive transfer 
tape appears to be common knowledge to one of ordinary skill in the art. 
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8. Applicant's amendment necessitated the new ground(s) of rejection presented in this 
Office action.
